I hear the 14.100 MHz beacon(s) quite frequently at my QTH 
about 25 miles north of Houston, TX. They can be very handy and 
helpful. The trick is to have a REALLY narrow CW filter. My FT- 
890 is equipped with a 250 Hz one. Without it, the beacons are 
virtually impossible to copy due to the QRM from digital 
stations! 


Using both a vertical and 17 meter dipole, there is usually 
not much difference in signal RST (by ear) comparing 100 watts to 
10 watts. Going from 10 watts to 1 watt, I usually hear a very 
noticeable difference and 0.1 watt is almost always in the noise. 
I guess that's what makes QRP a challenge. 


I don't hear too much on 17 these days...is it conditions or 
lack of activity around 18.086 MHz?

Gang, 

As IARU Region I has different band edges I have had to change those on my 
Cascade. We do not have a 75 phone band, just plain 80 meters, and phone 
goes from 3600 to 3800 kHz. VFO thus has to go from 5.200 to 5.400 MHz. 
How to do that? 

1. On 75 M module cut trace between pin 23 and pin 25. 

2. Add wire jumper on 20 M module, same positions. 

3. Tweak the VFO so it goes without a module on J4 from 5.200 up. 

4. Insert 20M module and adjust C34 to get the VFO down to 5.150 MHz. 

and, voila! 3.600-3.800 and 14.150-14.350. 

Now I only need to iron out the mismatch between silkscreen and list part for 
L1 and T1 on the 20 M module (22 turns?, 31 turns?) 


I hope my "mod" will get the blessing from the Designers of such fun rig. 
(Ops! I mean fine rig. Although I'm having a ball with all these toroids ;-)

Hi John....thanks for the inquiry. I don't have everything documented yet 
on the parts and modifications that I used in the 40/17 Cascade. I am 
hoping to get that put together this weekend and will post to the group. I 
still have to install the final transistor, hopefully tonight, and do some 
final testing, but so far, everything is working really fine. The rig hears 
well, and sounds very good on transmit at low power e.g. second driver output. 


I did get the crystals from Digikey, along with additional parts for the 
filters, and I had to use two 137-6 toroids from my stock for the 17 meter 

Tx filter. I am going to see if the stock toroids that came with the rig 

can be used, so that the guys (and gals) don't have to get extra toroids. I 
did figure out how to use the 75 and 20 meter band boards, so one can do the 
40/17 version without getting another 20 meter board as suggested in the manual. 


That's the present status...will post this to the group, and get my butt 
cranking on finishing up things. It turns out that my rig is apparantly the 
first Cascade actually built with the mods. John, K7RO never got a chance 
to actually prototype the rig on those bands, with all of the other stuff 
that had to be done. It's kinda nice being a trailblazer!!

Gang, 


As I may have mentioned years ago I have a son who is now at 
the ripe age of 27. He is in the final stages of his PhD in 
Astrophysics with the same major prof that I had at Texas A&M 
University. He sent me email today saying that he had a short 
wave receiver that I had given him some time ago on and was 
listening to BC in German and was thrilled. There may be a 
ray of hope left after all. I had tried incentives like 
money, inheritance, and all to get him interested in radio 
but alas all to no avail. He is excited that all that 

E&M (Electricity and Magnetism) and Maxwell's Equations 
really work in the real world. :-) 


OK, so no progress in the area of ham radio so I thought I 
would trade him off for something that I could use. Kind 

of like they do in the NFL. So I called Dick at OHR several 
times and faxed him a resume of the kid and a picture to see 
if we could strike up a deal. Well my exceptional power of 
persuasion paid off. This may be on the cover of the 
National Enquirer next issue - "Father sells kid into slavery 
for use of small radio for a few days!!". ;-) 


Well I stretch the human imagination quite a bit with this 
story, but it makes fun reading at the checkout counter at 
the grocery store. I can just see the urban legends starting 
now. :-) 


I awaited anxiously at the door after getting home today 
looking for the brown truck. I then go off to watch the news 
and see who did what to who today and sure enough the 

door bell rings at 5:45CDT. Yep, it's a small box from 

OHR. WOW. Off to the shack to see if there really is 

a Santa Claus. 


So, I have in my hot little hands the ONLY OHR Explorer 
II in captivity!! I mean the prototype. I mean one of 
a kind. I mean priceless. 


OK, this puppy is on 40M, my favorite band in the whole 
world. And it is the night of the fox hunt to boot. 


So I unpack it from the box and set it on the desk and 
then take the two page schematics (the only other thing 
in the box) off to the couch to compare with the old 
explorer schematics. More on this later, the schematics 
not the couch. Now back to the shack to really power the 
Explorer II up and listen and work some stations. 


First put on dummy load with WM-1 wattmeter to check output. 
Get the 7.5AHr gel-cell and measure the big V at 12.39. 

Turn on the rig and it drops to 12.38. So far so good 

and I hear noise in the earphones. Get the MFJ-249 and 
check endpoints of the dial and get 7.000 to 7.080MHz. 
Fairly wide range and can be adjusted. Dick says 75KHz 

for 40M and 20M and 50KHz on 30M. Builder can probably 
adjust range to further increase this, but at the risk 

of too fast a turning rate even with reduction in variable 
capacitor. Rig is rated at 2-3W output with 13.8V, but I 
don't have that high V so adjust drive for 0.95W output into 
50ohms. Dick I promise to set it back..... Really. 


For those of you who own or have seen the previous version 
of the Explorer, the case is the same and the little red 
LED for the power indicator is replaced with a knob on 
the upper left hand side of the front controlling the 
variable bandwidth filter in the IF. Guess it is about 
1.4KHz at the widest to about 350Hz on the narrowest 
width. All this done with a Cohn filter with varicaps. 
Neat and effective. This allows one to set the width 

to a wide value for tuning across the band and making 
sure you don't miss anyone. After selecting a station 
you can narrow it down from the front panel control to 

a comfortable width and we probably all have our favorite 
width for filters at different times. 


So now hook up long wire, well random wire if you wanna 

get technical on me. And wow, lots of signals tonight. 

Tune from the low end up and see how the receiver sensitivity 

is. It is great. I can hear some weak signals just peeking/ 
peaking above the noise level. Also hear some strong signals 
too. I set the filter to wide and wander up to around 7.063MHz 
and sure enough hear some SSB. A group of VE3s running some kind 
of net. I can understand them but not real high quality with 

the restriction on the bandwidth, but at least understandable. 


Go back down to low end of band where a group of stations are 
pouncing on some DX and sure enough I can separate out the stations 
with the narrow filter. So for $99.95 list price you can have the 
best of both worlds, selectivity and sensitivity. 


I move on over to 7.040MHz to see the start of the fox hunt at 

8pm CDT and sure enough there is a group there. About 30 seconds 

into this my "friend" about a mile away starts up the KW about 

800 cycles down. Had I been listening on any other radio the AGC 
would have not kicked in fast enough and I would have been in 

agony with a blast to sensitive ears, but I'll be darned. This 

AGC is the best I have seen. I remember posting and having 

seen others post that AGC in a CW rig was a killer for sensitivity 

and effectiveness. Not so here. Dick has a version of Wes Hayward's 
AGC from a 20M SSB rig that was in QST a while back and it works great. 
It's audio derived but is the best I've seen. This is one of the mods 
that Dick came up with between the Explorer and the Explorer II. This 
feature alone is worth the whole kit and kaboodle, but hold on gang 
there's more. When I move down and up from the local I don't hear 

the intermod and overload that I usually hear on other rigs. A real 
neat improvement. Thanks Dick. Being here in Dallas where there are 
a number of QRO guys within a couple miles of me this feature 

of the rig will really help. And I no long have to worry about 
getting a blast in the ear doing weak signal work and have a 

real thunderboomer of a signal tune up on freq without a warning. 
We've all been there done that. Dick has improved the front end 

quite a bit on this new rig. 


I am listening as I type in this report at 0559Z and am hearing 
G3XAQ, ZLIDYC, UL2YH/KC4 who is really generating a pileup :-), 
VK2RKE, ZL3BSH, so I'm going to stop right here for a minute. 
Listening for N6ULU. :-) NOT. All the above with signal levels on 
receive at 559 or better. Good opening to EU and Pacific. 


OK, so let's summarize the above and then after a few more days 
of operating I'll come back, but I wanted to get this out since 
this happens to be one of the rigs that John has gotten into 
the Friday 13th 20% off qrp-1l group deal with OHR. See previous 
postings over the last 24 hrs to get details or contact John.

I also installed my KC1 on the front panel of my NorCal40A. 
I was (overly?) concerned about keeping the VFO lead short. 
There looks to be room on the back panel, too. Some here posted 
that he had used some RG-174 to hook up the VFO input to the KC1. 


I think it's cool that Wayne made the KC1's controls the same 
Spacing as the 40A's. But mounting it on the front requires 
careful positioning. 


I proviously had installed a small Curtis keyer inside the 40A 
and I drilled a new hole for a second key jack. I used that 
hole for the KC1 key jack. If you didn't want to drill a new 
hole I wonder if you could unsolder the key jack from the 40A's 
board and just flip it over belly up and wire the KC1 up to it? 


I had no trouble with the mute line. Somehow I got it from the 
KC1's instructions. :*%) I don't remember there anything tricky 
about it. I tack soldered the connection to the bottom side. 


I used ribbon cable to make all the connections except the VFO 
connection which makes a beeline to the RFC it's connected to. 
(Sorry about all the vagueness, I'm at the office.) I didn't 
bother with twisting the audio lines and it hasn't seemed to 
cause any problems. (Ought to call QRP Bob on that maybe. ) 


I think the repeat word and multiple message feature is really 
neat. I programmed in my version of the example given in the 
instructions. The keying sounds different than what I'm used 

to (Curtis) but I will adjust. I recognise the sound from others 
I've heard on the air. The instructions say it emulates the CMOS 
SuperKeyer. 


Actually I found it more of a challenge to install the KC1 than 


building the whole 40A! But I'm still new at this and didn't 
really have problems, just lots of double and triple checking.

Thanks to everyone who sent me advice about antenna wire, coax, and loop 
construction. I appreciate your help. Here's a story about the antenna 
and the friends who made it possible: 


Loop Antenna Installed 
Hams Survive Roof Adventure 
A Surprise Visitor 


Non-hams have their ways to enjoy a Friday afternoon vacation. I preferred 
to spend it sitting on my roof. It was a matter of honor, and besides it 
meant getting a good antenna installed. 


Stas Wnukowski, KC2AK, walked upright along the roof of the one-story ranch 
house. He used a string to pull up 142 feet of flex-weave copper wire that 
would be nailed to the roof for a non-resonant loop. After doing some 
measuring, Stas told me to hold the wire about three feet from the edge of 
the roof. I wasn't about to do any standing up in order to move around. I 
approached the roof edge by using my arms to lift my body, scoot my butt to 
the left and follow with my feet. One foot served as a paperweight for the 
corner bend of wire. 


Just a month before, I had moved into this place to live with Joanne, my 
new roommate and landlord. Joanne said I could make holes in her house and 
put up an antenna. She called it "an exercise in trust." 


I chose the beautiful, many-stranded flex-weave copperwire because it would 
wick up solder, even on that windy afternoon. It also could easily be 
formed as a rectangle. We ended up laying out the 48 ft x 24 ft loop across 
both the front and back of the roof. 


Stas walked across the surface, nailing the wire down with insulated 
staples. For a while I wasn't needed for anything, so I returned to the 
roof front to look over my new neighborhood. Little kids on the way home 
from school peered up at the house, then looked at Donna Marie Gehl, 
KB9JIR, who was holding the ladder. She told them what we were doing, and 
without exception the kids looked back up at the roof, scowled, and walked 
away. I don't think we impressed any of them into becoming hams. 


I was thinking about how being on the roof wasn't so scary after all when I 
heard a woman's voice trying to get my attention. It was the Avon Lady, 
standing in the driveway 20 feet below. She held up a catalogue, which 
from my angle completely covered her face. 


"Hi, I'm your new neighbor," I yelled. "I'm putting up an antenna." 


"Can I hang this on your door?" she asked, sticking to her goal of 
delivering the goods. Sure. She disappeared from my sight for a moment, 
then reappeared to smile and wave at me. As she walked to her car, I 
thought, well, if she gave me a good story to tell, I bet I gave her one 
too. 


Finally, I sat with Stas at the roof peak as we shielded the center 
insulator from the wind. Stas soldered the wire to the side eye bolt, 
screwed in the coax connector to the insulator's built-in SO-239 and we 
were just about done. 


Yes, it's true that the worst part of roof work is climbing down. It 
helped that part of the ladder laid down on top of the roof so I had 
something to grab onto, but there was still a time when I just had to stop 
thinking about what could happen and swung my right leg over to a lower 
rung of the ladder. 


Stas climbed down after I did, and when, at ground level, as I gave hima 
hug, I was surprised to find he was shaking. He said he is terrified of 
heights, but he forces himself to go up there and help people put up 
antennas because, well, he just has to. 


Earlier he drilled a small hole in a basement window frame and threaded the 
coax through. He was able to raise the panels of the basement ceiling in 
order to carry the coax across about 15 feet to the heating vent of an 
empty first floor room, where he made two more holes--one for the coax and 
the other for the ground braid which would be clamped to a nearby cold 
water pipe. 


Back in the room, now properly called a shack, Stas found that his MFJ 
Antenna Analyzer showed a frequency of about 5 Mhz but that careful tuning 
with a matchbox would allow use of all the bands on my Kenwood TS830S. 


By the way, I decided to go with Stas' offer of free RG-59 for the 
feedline. Many qrp-l list members kindly suggested I go with ladder line 
or at the worst, RG-58. The coax, cast off by a cable-tv company, seemed 
to do ok, as Stas had promised. I do promise to use the list members 
suggestions on future projects. 


So that was it. After a month, I was a real ham again, with a working 
antenna that let me do cw any time I wanted to. I had my hobby back, and 
best of all, I still had my body. I had been afraid of broken bones or 
even a fatal fall. My mother used to call such thoughts "building snakes. 
Now I know I'd rather build antennas.

Received QRP Quarterly in Phoenix today. Also, one of the best things 

I have purchased is my MFJ 259 SWR Analyzer. I had a four band parallel 
dipole which only worked on forty, the swr was so far out on the other 
bands (20, 15 & 10) that I could not see any change in swr from one end of 
the band to the other. It works fine now. I also looked at the swr of my 
2m home made J-Pole and 2m home made beam. What I'm getting at is, that if 
you are thinking of getting an SWR Analyzer ( Autek or MFJ ) go for it. 


My kids started to learn code at a REAL young age, first words out of their 
mouth was DAH DAH :-)

>to pack a resonant antenna for 40M, but know I will rarely get it placed in

>optimum manner....thus, I need a tiny tuner that will only tweak somewhat 
>unmatched conditions...preferably built into a 40A or Sierra. 


Isn't the St. Louis Tuner a T-network design? T-network tuners use two 
variable caps in series between the input (coax) and antenna. From where the 
caps join, a variable inductor (roller, switched airwound, or switched 
toroids) connects to the chassis. T-tuners are versatile, but require a 
little more thought during construction. The caps must be insulated from 
chassis since they are in series. 


If you're designing an internal tuner for a monoband backpack radio, the 
tuner will not need as much inductance and capacitance to play with as a 1-30 
MHz allband tuner so we could cut a few corners in that part of the design. 


What about using an L-network tuner instead of a T? The L only uses two 
components, a series inductor and a shunt capacitor at the antenna side, so 
less concerns with bulk and weight. The L is easier to construct since the 
capacitor chassis is grounded to chassis. When the cap is on the antenna 
side of the L, it is most suited to matching impedances above 50 ohms. Put 
the cap on the input (coax) side and it works best with antennas under 50 
ohms. Almost all wire antennas will be above 50 ohms, including tuned 
lengths such as 3/4 or 5/8 wavelength which may be used with a monobander.... 
so the cap in the tuner can be left in the High-Z position. 


Match indicators.... An internal tuner in a field radio will mostly be used 
with wire antennas, so why bother with SWR? The most RF will flow in the 
antenna when the PA is matched to it. What about a simple tune-for-max 


"current meter" or analog? Eliminating the forward/reverse switches, cal 
knob, etc would take more components and bulk out of a field radio. 


My own two cents worth on the subject of internal tuners/match indicators for 
field radios.

Chuck, I am posting this to you and to the list; With all those 
who are involved in designing manufacturing and selling the various 
QRP radio kits who watch this list, can anyone give me definitive 
information regarding FCC requirements/restrictions, if any, involved 
for those who are selling kit radios for the Amateur service?? I 
know that a fully manufactured/assembled , plug-and-play radio needs 
type acceptance to be sold commercially.

I don't believe this statement is exactly correct; the only amateur 
equipment that requires type acceptance are HF amplifiers. However, 
devices that may radiate radio energy unintentionally are required to 
meet certain Part 15 standards. This is not "type acceptance", but 
is usually called "certification of Part 15 compliance". I'm 

not actually clear on the details of how Part 15 compliance works; 

I vaguely recall you do something like have an FCC approved lab 

do the necessary testing for certification, submit the results to 
the FCC, and then label the equipment with the Part 15 certification 
verbage. In the case of type acceptance, you do something similar 
except the FCC issues you a type acceptance number and the standards 
used for the certification come from a different part of CFR 47. 


I could be all wet, but have a close look at CFR 47, including Part 
15 for more authoritative data.

Thanks for the info and ideas on the KC1. I hadn't installed 
mine yet due to hesitation on my part to go drilling into a nice 
paint job on the Wilderness Radio. 


Richard Haynes, N5QXF, had his KC1 at the first Sat meeting of 
NorTex and had his mounted on the front panel of his 40a. I just 
love the buttons and plan to drive down to Mouser to get six of 
them for the CMOS III. They are cute and the drawing in the 
Wilderness Advertisement doesn't do the KC1 justice. The front 
mounting seems to be my favorite so that I can reach up and 

touch the switches without having to feel blindly behind the 

rig while operating a high pressure contest like the QSO 

parties of QRP ARCI. 


I had mentioned to Wayne in previous conversations in MtView 
that I thought that two separate pads on the key jack with 
one jumper to the key line would allow us to install ANY 

(well small boards) keyer into the rig and hook up a Iambic 
Paddle to the rig through the jack. Otherwise, use it as 
input line from a external keyer by jumpering to the key line. 


Maybe with feedback the next board rev on the NC40a will 

do this. Others in planning stages for future rigs can 
consider the implications of this, i.e. look to what owners 
will add internally to the rig themselves or from other 
vendors. 


I do this and just mention it here. I am not anal retentive, 
but I guess my training as a Physicist requires me to collect 
a lot of data. I record in my log the code speed and freq 

to the nearest KHz. I just measure it and record it. I find 
that people that regularly run into and hear/work on the air 


are found within a narrow range. I think it is a territorial 
kinda thing. :-) ;-) Maybe antenna tuning limits, habit, 
eas add your favorite reasons. Anyway, with the KC1, it 
would be interesting to see if others do this and what they 
get from it. Like I say, just a thought. I get cards from 
suys/girls that don't put the freq down but just the band. 

No biggie, but I guess in the beginning when the FCC legally 
required us to keep information I started the habit and I'm 
glad I still do it. 


As an example of how not doing data collection is a mistake. 
I think the biggest mistake the ARRL makes is that they have 
never recorded the statistics from ARRL CP (Code Proficiency) 
Runs. Think about the data base that would be. Not from the 
standpoint of size, but the histogram of numbers of hams in 
each code speed group. I have the only CP-60 from the 

S.F.B. Morse run to the knowledge of the person doing them. 
But again they [ARRL] didn't keep track during the one year 
exercise.

Following a previous posting several folks 

asked me for more details about installing a 
power supply protection diode in the MFJ-249. 

A diode is inserted in series with the external 
positive supply source, between the power socket 
and the switch. The battery supply is unaffected, 
thus preserving some headroom as the battery runs 
down. There is no need to dissassemble the 
instrument beyond removing the covers. 


Tools needed: 

soldering iron, sharp knife, wire cutters, 
"Phillips" screwdriver, (uncommitted power plug, 
test meter). 


Components: 
silicon diode 1N4001 or equivalent 
(50 piv, 1A or better). 


Procedure: 

1. Remove the eight black Phillips screws on 
the sides of the unit, and gently separate the 
two halves of the instrument housing.

2. Place the unit on the bench, upside down, 

with the switches and coax. sockets towards you. 
The red power switch and the power socket should 
be on the right hand side. In the right hand 
corner of the printed circuit board, nearest to 
you identify a copper track about half an inch

pin of the power input socket to the center-right 
pin of the six-pin cluster of the power switch.

3. As a check, insert an uncommitted power plug 
in the power socket and with a test meter, make 

a continuity test between the positive centre pin 
of the connector and the track (with the switch 
in the OFF position.) Inspect thoroughly, to be 
really sure you have found the right track. 


4. Cut one track described in (2) above, leaving 
a gap of about one sixteenth of an inch (1 mm) 
between the halves. 


5. Take the diode, shape it like a little bridge, 
with feet:

and cut the leads to length, so that it just spans 
the space between the pads which terminate the ends 
of the track you just cut. 


6. Solder the diode in place, bridging the cut 
track, with its cathode (the white band) connected 
to the pad belonging to the switch cluster. 


7. Reassemble the casing and replace the fixing screws.
